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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The reply filed on 30 April 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

a) Applicant's supplemental declaration is noted. However, it does not identify the 
application by application number and filing date as required by the previous Office 
action.

b) Applicant's amendments to the claims begin with the instruction, "Please amend 
claims 1-21 and add new claim 22 as follows " However, this instruction is inconsistent 
with the subsequently presented clainns as follows: 

i) claim 19 had been previously cancelled (and therefore, cannot be currently 
amended) 

ii) not all of remaining claims 1-20 and 21 have such indicated amendments 
(claims 2-11, 13-15, 20, and 21 are labeled as "previously presented" and 
18 is labeled as "original") 

iii) claim 22 had been previously presented (and therefore, is not newly 
added) 

iv) claim 23 is a newly added claim. 
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c) Applicant's amendments to the claims (in particular, the cancellation of claim 12) 
do not comply with 37 CFR §1.121(c)(4)(i), which states, "No claim text shall be 
presented for any claim in the claim listing with the status of 'canceled' or 'not entered.'"
